DI STI NGUI SHI NG FEATURES OF THE CLASS

This <class enconpasses the first Ilevel supervisory line
positions in the police departnent. Enployees of this class are
responsi ble for the direction and supervision of |ower ranking
police officers on an assigned shift. Supervision is exercised
over police officers through inspections and the assignment of
duties in accordance with general instruction received from
of fi cers of higher rank. Police Sergeants work under genera

supervi sion of superior officers in the performance of routine
t asks. Work is reviewed by oral and witten reports to
superiors, or by their personal inspection. This class ranks
i mmedi ately bel ow that of Police Lieutenant.

EXAMPLES OF WORK

Exanples listed below are illustrative only. They are not
intended to include all duties which may be assigned, neither
are they intended to exclude other duties which may be | ogqical
assignnents to this class.

| nspects equi pnent and appearance of police officers at rol
call. Assigns subordinate officers to posts. Reads orders and
gi ves special instruction to subordinate officers. Patrols city
and observes subordinate police officers at work, offering
assi stance, and providing on-the-job training.

Conducts primary investigations of major traffic violations and
acci dents.

Makes arrests and reviews arrests nade by subordi nates to i nsure
that suspects are placed under arrest in accordance wth
departnmental policies and procedures and that prisoners are
properly booked, photographed, and fingerprinted.

Operates comruni cations system keeps inportant records,
prepares inmportant and conplex reports, and perforns other
police clerical work.

Perfornms rel ated work as required.
